Through 
the Associated Press a newspaper in 
a given city can receive fact* gath­ 
ered from every section of the globe 
and be certain as to the accuracy of 
the reports, and the fact th a t they 
are unbiased He described tire ch ar­ 
acteristics of a reporter and what 
makes a news story, stressing the ’ 
need tor getting all essential infor­ 
mation into a news story.
